They made obsolete many 
serum s and antitoxins th a t the 
medical profession had beer, half- 
h artedly trying to endorse for 
years—such as anti-pneumococcus 
scrum s, anti-streptococcic serum 
against scarlet fever and antimen* 
ii irococcic serum against menin­ 
gitis. 
Then, all of a sudden, along 
came penicillin. It had a romantic 
story behind it. It is derived from 
a mold, arid bacteria of certain 
kinds will not grow on cultures 
near th a t mold.

Best of all, perhaps, for making 
the public avid for it was th a t they

One is, that it is not absorbed 
by mouth, so it has to be given 
hypodermically either in a muscle 
or a vein. Then it is excreted so 
rapidly th a t it hardly stays in th* 
body a t all, and has to be given 
over and over in high quantities, 
or given continuously. And except 
in a *omewhat limited group of 
cases, it is not any more effective 
than the sulfa drugs. 


Sulfa Research 


In the meantime research on the 
sulfa drugs, while not so well ad­ 
vertised, has gone forw ard rap­ 
idly. The sulfa drugs are absorbed 
by mouth, an enormous advantage 
in any drug, and they stay in the 
body and build up effective blood 
concentrations so strong that they 
kill off germ s in all fluids and 
crannies of the body. 
The attem pt of research in this 
departm ent has been to produce a 
drug which has the lowest toxic or 
poisonous 
qualities 
even 
when 
given in large am ounts, sad the 
highest 
germ -killing 
qualities. 
Th* drugs developed a few years 
ago, such as sulfanilam ide, and 
sulfapyradine, while enormous im­ 
provem ents on what we had be­ 
fore, were highly toxic, and pro­ 
duced such di agieeable by-effects 
th a t they had to be continuously 
watched. 
The latest drug of the series, a 
product of synthetic chem istry, is 
sulfam erazine. It docs not pro­ 
duce anywhere near as much of 
the nausea and bluing of the skin 
as th* earlier ones of the aeries, 
and it enters the blood so rapidly 
th at concentrations of a ratio of 
50 can quickly be obtained, where­ 
as the danger point of the older 
drugs was a ratio of IO or 15. 
And it is a germ killer extraordi­ 
nary. And your doctor can get it 
anywhere in ten minutes.
